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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising albumin 
and polyunsaturated fatty acid, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

II. Claims 8-1 1 , drawn to a method of preparing a pharmaceutical 
composition for mitigating ischemic and hemorrhage tissue damage, 
classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

III. Claims 12-18, drawn to a method of inhibiting ischemic and hemmorhagic 
the tissue comprising administering a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising albumin and a polyunsaturated fatty acid, classified in class 
514, subclass 12. 

Inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be made by a materially 
different process such as the recombinant method of production of polypeptides. 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
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process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product can 
be used in a materially different process such as the production of antibodies. 

Inventions II and III are related as process of making and process of using the 
product. The use as claimed cannot be practiced with a materially different product. 
Since the product is not allowable, restriction is proper between said method of making 
and method of using. The product claim will be examined along with the elected 
invention (MPEP § 806.05(i)). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different search and divergent 
subject matter restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
include all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance 
with the provisions of MPEP § 821 .04. Process claims that depend from or 
otherwise include all the limitations of the patentable product will be entered as a 
matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, 
whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 
CFR 1.1 16; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1 .312. 
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In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103, and 112. Until an elected product claim is 
found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims 
and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See 
"Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order 
to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is advised 
that the process claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain 
dependency on the product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product 
claims. Failure to do so may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. 

Further, note that the prohibition against double patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 
121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is withdrawn by the examiner 
before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Frank C. Eymard on August 9, 2004 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-7. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 8-18 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Priority 

The current application filed on January 23, 2004 does not claim priority to an 
earlier application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wong et al. Wong et al. disclose therapeutic compositions comprising albumin bound to 
docosahexaenoic acid (Pages, 1178-1179; tables 1-4) (present claims 1-2, 5-7). Thus 
Wong et al. teach all the elements of claims 1-2 and 5-7 and these claims are 
anticipated under 35 USC 102(b). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wong et al. in view of Crespo et al. United States Patent 6,248,588. Wong et al. 
disclose composition as mentioned above. Wong et al. do not disclose a composition 
comprising recombinant human serum albumin. However, Crespo et al. teach that 
advantageously, the compositions according to the invention comprise purified human 
plasma albumin or a recombinant human albumin. HSA is the most abundant blood 
protein and it has been known to play an important role in maintaining normal osmolarity 
of the blood flow, it has exceptional binding capacity for various substances and plays 
an important role in both in the endogenous transport of hydrophobic molecules (such 
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as steroids and bile salts) and that of different therapeutic substances which may 
transported to their respective sites of action. Furthermore HSA has been implicated in 
the brake-down of prostaglandis. The development of genetic engineering and of new 
extraction and purification techniques has opened the possibility of obtaining, at a lower 
cost price, improved products of higher purity, of greater stability and without the risk of 
viral contamination (for example hepatitis B and AIDS). It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to prepare a 
therapeutic composition comprising recombinant human serum albumin for the 
advantages of a safer, higher quality and more cost effect product as taught by Wong et 
al. , see Crespo et al. at column 4, lines 45-52.
